General—Requirements of the Neutralit: 


Several very important leading questions, grow 


tag out of the Cnb«m question and our claims agains 
England, have been submitted to Attorney General 
Hoar for his opinion as the constitutional law ad- 
viser of the President. As he advises so will the 
administration act, provided it does not see cause 
to override the legal opinion, as In the case of the 
celebrated eight honr law question. The President's 
proclamation in that case, although undoubtedly 
very popular, has given rise to very severe criticism, 
even by men who generally side with Grant. AS 
men posted in the law they take the ground that he 
had no right to ignore the very positive decision o. 
or his constitutional adviser. Among the points 
submitted to Mr. Hoar now is one as to 
how far our government may go In allow- 
ing the Cubans to fit out vessels in our ports 
without a direct violation of our neutrality laws 
•whether we are bound by treaty stipulations to go 
beyond mere appearnces, and, so to speak, officiate 
as a sort or detective In ferrettmg out breaches o 
the neutrality laws. This point arises from the lact 
that all the vessels supposed to be fitted out for 
Cuba obtain clearances for Mexico, Jamaica, St. 
Thomas, or some other place, and In no case for 
Cuba direct. The Spanish authorities claim that 
when representations are made that such vessels are 
really destined to sncoor the Cubans, and that then- 
clearance papers are in point of fact mere blinds,

In all such cases promptly interfere. Secretary Fish 
is decidedly opposed to this view of the question.

The President's Views Upon Reconstruction 


in Mississippi. 


Major Wofford, of Mississippi, who came here as a 


representative or a large portion of the people of 
that State, had a long interview with the Pres'aent 
this morning. He stated that the desire for recon- 
struction was unanimous, ana with the disfranchis- 
ing and test oath and unjust features of the militia 
clauses submitted to a separate vote the constitu- 
tion would be adopted by an overwhelming majority 
Tne general disposition Is to support the President 
In the policy laid down In his Inaugural address. 
The President said he waa satisfied that Mississippi 
was quiet and orderly, and he repeated what he had 
paid to others, that no order would be issued con- 
corning Mississippi until after the Virginia election; 
but he thought the middle of August or the flrst oi 
September would be a good time for the election In 
the former State, aud that the disfranchising 
features, oaths and the objectionable parts of the 
militia clause, aud perhaps one or two others, would 
be submitted separately.

The appearance of the distlnzmsae 
couple in a police court for such a purpose*create 
some astonishment and furnished food for the gos- 
sips and gnidnuncs.

Bu 
the Prince loved Amelia with all the ardor of which g 
yonnij heart Is capable, and it is little to be won 
dered at, for she is beautiful in the full sense of the 
word, beinff now In her twentieth rear. They re 
paired to Paris, where the young lady soon became 
the pet or the Empra=s Eu2<3nie. Stranire to sav, the 
Prince had always been a trreat favorite with Napo- 
leon, despite his family connections, and the yonth 
Improved toe acquaintance with tne object or havina 
the dearest wish of his heart at last accomplished 
Some time m December last he unfolded his purpose 
to th« Emperor, and prayed the consent of the latter 
to the union. Napoleon, with his characteristic 
shrewdness, immediately turned the conversation 01 
another subject, but the Prince was too earnest iu 
his suit to be thus rolled. At length the Emperor 
replied that he would give an answer the following 
day. The Pnnce appeared next dav, and was in 
formed the Emperor left a letter ror him, which con 
talncd nothing more than the laconic replv—"Re 
ueclmsez," an evasion worthy of the Little Corsica^ 
himself.

three in nve, between Dan Mace's black gelding 
Blacfe Knight and Mr. Hoden's sorrel gelding Billy

fore It was decided which was the winner. The 
Black Knight won the match. He was a great favor- 
ite throughout the race, the betting being three to 
one m his favor before the horses came on the track. 
After the first heat, which was won by Billy Bird, 
the odds Tere fully as great in favor or the black ea 
they were before the start. The second heafwas a 
dead one, and four to one on the blacn waa offered 
by Ms backers, but there waa little business <ione 
at that rate, as the backers of the sorrel were 
not 
to be caught 
for 
any 
more 
money 


than they had already posted on the result 
The black horse is a very showy animal, ftfliy six- 
teen hands high. He has a lofty way or going and can 
trot fast, probably much better than, he haa to show 
yesterday. 
The sorrel gelding, BUly Bird, is quite a 


plain looklnn gelding, about fifteen, and a half hands 
high, with a good deal of white-about his legs and 
race. 
He trots very prettily, and win make & very 
nne road horse. He was rather over-matched on this 
occasion, although the person who matched him, 
M. Roden. his trainer and driver, thought differently 
at the time and continued in that belief to the end 
of the race. 
The match was rather an impromptu 
affair. .Mace and Eoden met on the track

Negro for the Murder of a 


"White Man. 


CONFESSION OP THE MMDEBER. 


Work of tie Sheriff and 
Bis Deputies. 


FREDERICK, Md., Hay 28,1889; 


George Truman, a negro, abonc twenty-one years 


or age, was hanged in our Jail yard to-day at 
hall-past twelve o'clock, for the mnrder ot an un- 
known white man on the soth of January last} near 
Point or Bocks, Maryland. The murder was com- 
mitted to get possession or a carpet bag which con- 
tained clothing -valued at twenty-five 
dollars. 


During his trial, which, began on the llth 
ol 
March, 
and was 
concluded 
on 
the 


16th of the same month, he betrayed no trepidation, 
and evinced throughout ail utter "indifference to Sae 
proceedings—seemingly careless or what Anight be 
the result. This indifference never deserted mm 
during the trial, and not even when the solemn sen- 
tence of death was pronounced by the Court. During 
the wnole term or the prisoner's confinement he 
evinced no more reeling than when undergoing 
trlaL He was taciturn, reserved, and could with 
the greatest difllculiy be induced to speafc or the 
circumstances connected with the bloody deed he 
had committed. He maintained throughout an In- 
difference to the dreadful fate which awaited Mm 
unparalleled in the history or malefactors. 
He 


seemed to make an effort to banish from his mind 
all thoughts orhls crlmejOnd was habitually lively and 
cheerful, frequently passing the time by singing 
snatches of rude songs peculiar to the lower classes 
or negroes. One scrap or rough rhyme, which was 
evidently original with hlmseir, and which he was 
often neard to stng, was, 


If dia niggah had never been born, by jlng, 
He wouldn't a1 had on de gallows to swing. 


The Sheriff, Mr. Nathan O. Keiahbours, a very gen- 


tlemanly and kind-hearted gentleman, toot an early_ 
and deep interest in the spiritual welfare or his 
apathetic prisoner, and by his mildness of manner 
sdon won the prisoner's confidence and esteem. To 
him Truman talKea with less reserve than with any- 
body else. Mr. Neighbours succeeded, after the 
prisoner was In his custody for a few weens, in 
turnmg his thoughts towards the dread future; and 
to the Sheriff the prisoner made his first confession.

AN AtTEft COVPESSIOX. 
A few days after the foregoing confession was 
made to the Sheriff, ra the presence or the prisoner's 
counsel, M. P. Galligner. who ably sustained a 
brilliant reputation as a criminal lawyer In detenu- 
Ing him, the Sheriff asked the prisoner ir cverythlnc 
he had said In his confession was strictly true; 
"Well," answered Truman, "It's oil true but that 
part where I said there was another man helping 
me to kill the stranger. I had no help; I did It au 
myseil." 


This contradiction In the confession ot the nrl- 
Boner leads to a great deal of donbt as to whether 
the remainder of It can be relied upon; but the onln- 
lon of these who conversed most with him is that 
the confession as given above Is correct with the 
exception or the part where he states that he had an 
accomplice. The prisoner has within, the last day or 
two hinted that the overcoat which belonged to His 
victim was hidden somewhere by him, although he 
has steadily refused to disclose the place of conceal- 
ment. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH THE PRISONER. 
last evening j our correspondent was permitted 
to have an Interview with the condemned. On en- 
tering tho cell in company with his jailer, Mr. Wlnn 
and his senior counsel, the prisoner was found 
seated at a window complacently smoking his pipe. 
on the window sill by Ills elbow laid an embroidered 
velvet tobacco bag. When he heard the bolts drawn 
he turned around and disclosed to-view a silent 
built man about twenty one years or age. His hands 
were free but his reet were fettered with manacles 
His counsel said, "George, here la a gentleman 
who wishes to talk to you a rew moments " 


The prisoner laid down his pipe, but answered 
nothing. Having ascertained that he had been 
a soldier in the federal army I asked iiim what rra-i- 
ment he belonged to?

lie replied, "Company H; Thirty-eighth colored 
troops." 


After one or two other questions In rettard to where 
he had served, he spoke very freely of his conncc- 


I then remarked that he had but a very few hours 
remaining to him In this world, aud asked ir he felt 
prepared to enter the next 
"Yes," he answered, "he had prayed and reltready 
to go when his time was come." 
I asked what induced him to commit the fearful 
deed for winch he was about to lufferf 
He replied that he thought the man had monev 
and he wanted money then to go to housekeeping 


The prisoner did not seem to realize hia situation 
He is thoroughly illiterate, ignorant and totally de^- 
llcieut in moral culture. He Is utterly Incapable or 
understanding the dreadful fate In store for him and 
has even expressed a desire that his execution 
should be hastened. Yesterday morning, being in a 
very cheerful humor, he remarked, "1 wish I was 
going to be swung off this morning: I just feel in the 
right humor for it" 
ISTtBVltW WITH HIS WIPE AND MOTITEK-nr-LAW. 
Yesterday morning his wife and her mother came 
down to see him from near point of Books, where 
they live. It should be promised hero that Iranian 
and his wife are not on good terms with each other' 
having quarrelled a good deal before the commis- 
sion or the mnrder. Traman charged his wife with 
being too intimate witn other men, and manirested 
throughout his whole period or conunement a total 
indifference as to whether he should ever behold her 
again. 
When the women were ushered Into his cell yester- 
day morning the meeting between husband and 
wire was qiiito cold. The prisoner arose slowly and 
advanced a step towards his wife, saying, "How do 
yon do, wargaretf" at the same time extending nis 
hand. The wife approached him with evident re- 
Inctanco and took his hand, but said not a word 
she then sat down, and all three were silent for 
some moments. Finally a convention sprung up 
between them, which soon led Co criminations and 
recriminations, and the Interview broke up leaving 
both In au uncomfortable framo of mind. As the 
women were about to leave, the Jailor suggested 'to 
the wife that she ought to kiss him a farewell. She 
only tossed her head m a flippant manner, and ex- 
pressed a decided refusal. Simple "good bys" wi 
exchanged and husband and wfro parted to meet 
more In thla lire. 
Last night a number or yonng men or toe Yonng 
Men's Christian Association assembled at the pris- 
oner's cell to endeavor to lead his thoughts for the 
rew moments lelt to him towards the dread future 
upon which his footsteps are now almost treadlni. 
They sang hymns and prayed, In all or which tho 
condemned joined In a sort of stolid, apathetic man- 
ner. 
ODRIOBrrT OP THE CODNTav PSOPLB TO WITNESS 


THE BXFCUTION. 
The d»y opened cloudy and cool, threatening rain- 


tut daylight had scarcely set m before the sight- 
seers irorn the gurronndlng country began to arrive. 
The last execution that occurred In this city was 
that of yonne Smeltzer. in JS84. . It may be remem- 
bered that Smeltzer, a rather goon loosing 1s* a&ont 
eighteen years or age, was nauged for the murder or 
Mrs. Nusbaum and her child. The yonth and pre- 
possessing appearance of Smeltzer won the sympa- 
thiea ol the soft-hearted people or Frederick, and 
made his execution unusually interesting. Five 
years have been a gnfficient, lapse of time to whet 
the appetite or the good citizens or Frederick and 
tbe Interest of the more simple minded country folK 
of the vicinity for exhibitions of this kind, and, as 
before stated, the flrst blush og|dawn saw pro- 
cessions of vehicles of all descriptions making 
their way into the city. The streets were soou 
filled 
with 
crowds 
of men 
and 
women, 
whose simple garb proclaimed 
them honest 
Ullcra of the soil. - The greatest interest was mani- 
fested In the execution or Truman. His crime was 
regarded by the whole- community as one of so- 
aggravated a nature as to deprive him almost en- 
tirely or public sympathy and to create a desire to 
witness the final act & vindication of the law. 
As early as einht o'cloci the crowd began to as- 
semble about the Jail. Eager sightseers were 
perched upon house-tops, walls land trees, de- 
termined to secure at the earliest possible moment 
good positions for witnessing the execution at tne 
Jail. Sheriff Neighbours had his hauds full. A host 
of persons wanted to see the condemned, all of 
whom he was reluctantly obliged to refuse- The 
pressure to obtain permits to enter the iaclosure 
was very great and these favors, too, the Sheriff was 
compelled to deny on account of the limited capa- 
city of tbe jail yard. 


THE GUARDS A5H> TEE SCAFFOIiJ>, 
About forty citizens, whoTrere members of a mil- 
itary company; "were summoned by the Sheriff to 
attend, under arms, to secure the ralthf ui execution 
or the law. The men turned ont in civil attire. 
armed with Springfield muskets. They wereposai 
under the command of Lieutenant Eckstein, about 
thejaU, at the gate, at the door of the jail and in 
the corridor leading to the cell of. the condemned. 
On the wall inclosmz the jafl yard four of the cor- 
poration police were also In attendance, under the 
command of policeman J. Schlndler. The scaffold 
used was the same on which Smeltzer was executed, 
and was rebuilt for this occasion. It Is about twenty- ~— 
two feet in height, and was erected to a cor- " 
ner 
or 
the 
jail 
yard. 
The 
bolt 
that 
drops the trap was originally arranged to be touched. 
on the fourth step from the platform of the scaffold. 
hut the Sheriff, who seemed very much averse to 
touchmg'the holt that was to launch the prisoner 
into eternity while standtntr so near the victim, na4 
the carpenter at wort this morning altering the drop- 
so that It could be sprnnar rrom the bottom or the 
flight of steps leading to the scaffold. 
while the workmen were engaged in building tbe? 
scaffold Truman looked rrom his window and ob- 
served the preparations with great cnriosrty, but 
manirested very slight feeling in regard to the pur- 
pose ror which. It was intended. He remarked to a 
man who was conversing with him, at the time, as 
the sound of the hammers reached his ear, "There 
goes another nail-in my coffin." 


WITH THE COSDEMSED. 
About eight o'clock this morning several colored 
men asSea permission to sing and pray with Tru- 
man. They were permitted to enter his cell, and 
up to eleven o'clock their voices were heard singina 
with great enthusiasm weilSnown hymns, in whicn 
the condemned jomed with seeming fervor, ihe 
ministrations of these pious colored men were alter- 
nated between singing and praying, and frequently 
the accents .of earnest and heartfelt supplication to 
the Throne of Grace were mingled with the re- 
sponses of the prisoner. About ten o'clock, the Rev* 
Mr. Kessler, a Methodist divine, wno acted as enap- 
lam to tne prisoner, arrived and "joined in" the devo- 
tion, and Truman appeared to feel more than, ever 
before the enormily or his sins and tne need of sal- 
vation. 
About half a dozen ol the Toung Men's Christian 
Association, "with the Kev. Mr. Kepler and several 
colored men, remained engaged in religious exer- 
cises with the condemned until half-past eleven, 
when the turnkey announced that the time haa 
arrived when the prisoner must be dressed for the 
scaffold. Those in the cell departed, leaving Tru- 
man in the company of the turnkey and his clergy- 
man- By this time the crowd on the outside of the 
jail had Increased to 4,ooo or 5,000 people, and the 
pressure TO ootain admittance to the enclosure was 
very great, almost overwhelming toe military 
guards, and very nearly resulted in a serious 
affray. 


OS THE SCAFFOLD. 
Exactly at half-past twelve o'clocic the solemn pro- 
cession filed oat or the jail door and toos the road to 
the scaffold, between two lines or armed men. fiirst 
came the condemned, dressed in a black felt hat, 
black vest, black sack coat, black: pantaloons, 
pumps and white cotton gloves. His arms were 
pinioned, and around his necfc was the terrible 
noose. He walked slowly, wearing his habitual 
stolidity of countenance, ana looked around him 
with an air of the greatest unconcern. By the 
prisoner's side was the clerevman. and Immediately 
in his rear walked the Sheriff, Deputy bherlff, thev 
turnkey, Mr. Qumn, and the men who were praying 
with the condemned in hia cell. As the procession 
passed along the solemn air or "Ortonville" was 
sung amid the breathless stillness of the vast assem- 
blage. Having ascended the scaffold the condemned 
was placed beneath the beam, hisMeet were bound 
and the rope was fastened in the hook overhead. 
While this was being done Truman looked upwards 
at the room with an expression of calm curiosity as 
if he, too, was merely an unconcerned spectator of 
a scene in which some one else was to play che part 
of principal. 
When everything was arranged the clergyman 
stepped forward and said that the prisoner had 
maae a fall confession of his crime and that there 
was nothing more he conld add to It- He professed 
to feel that calm contentment known only to the 
true Chnstiau, and claimed that he had made hi3 
peace with God. He desired, however, to say a few 
words to them. 


TnE LAST WORDS OP THE CONDEMNED. 
Truman then said In a clear, steady voice, which 
•was audible throughout the enclosure: — "Well, gen- 
tlemen, I have been raised to this disgraceful end by 
my own wickedness. I have been very bad. I know 
it, and now I must die for It, I hope this will be a 
warnlne to every body around to live honestly and. 
properly, and love and serve God. I have Mends on 
this earth and friends m Heaven, and I hope to mee 
you all in Heaven. I" - 
Here the prisoner's voice broke down and he was 
unable to proceed. It was the deepest emotion he 
had yet shown, aud for a moment silence reigned. 
The clergyman then offered up au earnest prayer for 
the Dnal salvation of the criminal, at the conclusion, 
of which he took him by the hand aud gave him a 
last blessing. By this time Tinman had recovered 
his composure, and with it his usual apathy. When 
the Sheriff bade htm farewell he spoke ear- 
nestly and reelingly his thanks for the klad treat- 
ment he had received while In the Sheriffs charge. 
Rtrewells were then exchanged with the others on 
tne scaffold, while the turnkey placed over his head 
the white cap. Mr. Derr, wuo had been authorized 
by the Sheria, then adjusted the noose around the 
prisoner's necK, but for some unaccountable reason 
placed the knot under the right ear instead of the 
left. When the rope was arranged it was found that 
the £all would be about three feet ten inches. 


THE EXECUnOK — BTTSGLING OP THE OFriCIAIS 
Everything being now ready those on the scaffold 
descended, the Sheriff coming down last. When he 
reached the third step from the ground he kicked 
tne slip and the drop fell. 
This was at 
forty-five minutes past twelve o'clock. 
Then a 
spectacle was presented to the view that sent a 
shudder through the whole assembly. It was evident 
that the neck of the prisoner was not broken 
by the rail, ror the body continued to struggle ter- 
ribly for rnlly one minute. 
In about two minutes 
all motion had ceased, and the body swung to and 
fro, apparently lifeless. It was observed that the 
knot had slipped when ithe drop fell to the back or 
the prisoner's neck, and the body hung with the 
head pushed forward instead or to one elde. Ten 
minutaa rrom the momentthe drop Jell Dr. McSherry 
ascended the scaffold with two or three men to 
ascertain whether life was extinct, and here to the 
surprise and disgust of all present, another revolt- 
Ing scene occurred— not through any want or re- 
spect to the dead, but rrom ignorance or thought- 
lessness. Instead or lowering the body down aud 
plactnc a chair for the physician to stand noon to 
enable him to reach the pulse of the body without 
touching its feet to the ground, tho attendants 
hauled the body upon the scaffold and dumped down 
the platform with a jerk. Ihe physician announced 
thet death had not yet occurred, at which the men 
let go of the rope and permitted the body to fall 
roughly to tho extent or the rope, where it swung 
from side to side, tne legs and arms, which had been 
untied, dangling about in tho most 
ghastly 
manner, until the rope was caught and steadied by 
tho doctor. At this time the clamorous crowd on 
the outside of the Jail were admitted, and the enclo- 
sure was speedily packed with men, women^ and 
even younir girls, all rrantlc to get a view of tne 
corpse. After hanging a cmarter of an honr the body 
was lowered near to tho ground and again exam- 
ined, but the physician was not sattsllcd fat death 
had taken place; so the body was allowed to hane 
flve minutes longer, making twenty minutes In all 
when It was lowered to the ground. 
' 
From the Ignorance of the oinclais, who seemed to 
be novices in the matter of executions, the con- 
demned was strangled to death, instead of having 
died Instantly by the breaking of the neck. The 
body was placed In the comn and the crowd dis- 
persed, and tne spirit of George Truman was with. 
Its Creator.

The largest amonnt raised by the colored peordo for 
church and school purposes to May 1,1S69, was at 
Macon,-with 132 communicants, 165 pupils in the 
Saboath school and twenty-eight in the day school 
viz., $3,035; the smallest at StatesFffle, in the 
Catawba Presbytery, with ninety six communicants 
lOOpapilam the Sabbath scnool and thirty-sis: in 
the day school, viz., S310. There are a nnmber ol 
others, however, where nothina has been contri- 
buted. 


Among the "grants trom the government'' men- 
tioned in the foregoing table is counted, as appears 
from the treasurer's report, the sum of S3 250 re- 
ceived from the Freedroen's Bureau on account of 
rent, and the following paragraph, clipped from the 
report, also refers to aid of tuts nature : 


The government allowed transportation to the 0eld for all 
teachers sent out, and appropriated generous aid in bu&d:ng, 
renting and furnishing schoolrooms. 


Rev. X C. IiQGAjc, of Pittsburg, secretary of the 
committee on Freedmen, was awarded the floor 
pending a motion ror the adoption of the report 
He said that after the action of the (Assemblies on 
the subject oi union the cause of missions amonir 
the Ireedmen looks brighter and ranch more promis- 
ing. He gave extended verbal explanations ot the 
statements and recommendations of the report 
Tbe peculiarity of this mission he declared to be 
that it js for ttie elevation of two races instead of 
one—of the white as well as the olacA.- And he made 
some rather severe invectives against some or tn* 
FresDjtenan ministers who appear to be ashamed to 
take hold personally of the cau«e of Chnst among the 
colored people. But while the ministers are ashamed 
the people are not. He proceeded to explain the 
manner of keeping the accounts with tho colored 
churches in the bontb, and also the nature of tbe 
tables in the appendix to the report. It was laugh- 
ter provoking and excited merriment as the rev- 
erend speaker mentioned from the table some of 
the ooutnbntions from nc& churcfies in tae .North 
Civing two, three and four dollars, but promising a 
multitude of prayers. One church gave one dollar, 
: 


and sent ifc enclosed with the prayers of the congre- 
gation. The committee would like to have the 
prayers, but wished them to be a little better 
stamped. 
In speakina of the characteristics of 
the 
black race, Sir. Logan 
remarked 
that 
iiiey iiave tne same impulses as the white, 
only that on account of their ignorance their 
prejudices are stronger, and, he added quite 
facetiously, among them can be found the Intensest 
Old School mea and the Intensest New School men 
that are met with anywhere this Bide of— (lUe 
andlGDcc prichred their card and Joolced up in aston- 
ishment, fearing, perhaps,- the usual irreverent 
word to follow; but the speaker paused, loofced 
around the houiC, and, lowering his voice, contln- 
nea}—this side of—Chicago, 
(Laughter.) To sup- 
port tne work or the Church among these people of 
the South during next year they muse have at least 
$70.000, and to make anytnlng like progress at least 
580,000 "will be necessary. To raise this money the 
subject auould be mentioned in the churches every 
Sabbath day. Some think that if the members be 
often asked to give the Church wonlti suffer; but he 
would say to them that God's Church win never die 
giving. If any one could tell him that a church has 
died giving he'll search out where it is buried, put 
ins hand on its grave and say, '-Blessed be those who 
die in Lhe Lord."

He was especially moved ou meeting Dr. Ahia- 
gravc. whose memory ue had associated with former 
strifes and coutroverales, but whom he had known as 
a lalthiul adnerant to his own convictions, as one of 
the principal leaders in the movement Tor re- 
union.

Rev. Dr. JACOBUS feelingly replied to the addresses 
of the two last speakers, they being ns already 
stated, special commissioners or the New School 
Assembly.

AN" ATTACK ON" THE POPE. 


Eev. Dr. ADAMS here read a preamble and, re- 


solutions adopted at the Synod of Kew Tort ana 
New Jersey, directing the formation of»a com- 
mittee to compile an answer to the invitation ol 
the Pope of Home asking all the churches to unite 
and submit to his supreme authority. He said it was 
considered-Terr advisable to take advantage or the 
present opportunity to frame a fall exposition of the 
Protestant doctrines, m different languages, and 
scatter It all over the world; and it was proposed 
now to form a committee for that special purpose. 


Kev. Dr. FORD said he considered that this was 


takmc too much notice or the Poue, and that it was 
beueatli tna dignity of the great Presbyterian Church 
to reply, in any way, to "that poor, miserable old 
man." 


Kev. Dr. STEARNS said that the Pope wns a fact, 
his great power was a fact, Catholicity was a fact, 
aud they should show that Presbyterianism was a 
fact. 


Several other reverend gentlemen made brief ob- 
servations, the gist of which was that the etiquette 
of answering any communication, however Insulting 
it might be. from the mau whom the Catholics _ a 
very numerous body— recognized as 'their head 
ought to be observed. 


The motion for the formation of such a committee 
was then put and carried, and the Moderator ap- 
pointed Rev. Dr. Adams, of New 1 ork Rev. Dr. C 
Mills and D. w. InKersou, of Minnesota. 


The following are the preamble and resolutions

If they deem it 
wise, shall prepare and publish biicb a reply to the 1'ope as 
shall be regarded nil expression of the sentiments of tho 
Presbyterian Church In tbe United States of America con- 
cerning the matters therein contained, ae of vlt.il importance 
to all civil and religious liberty throughout tho world and to 
the salvation of tbe human race. 


A delegation rrom the Old School, composed or Dr. 
Alusgrave and Elder Robert Custer, entered at this 
stage and were received by the New School with 
load applause. 
1 Ue MODERATOR then introduced to tne Assembly 
Dr. Muscrave, who proceeded to address them. He 
Buid that he was greatly impressed with the honor 
conferred oa him In appearing before that august 
Assembly as a delegate on such an auspicious occa- 
falon. (Applause.) Ue had acted as chairman on tlie 
reunion committee, and was happy to be able to an- 
nounce that the proposed basis nad been accepted 
by his Assembly by an overwhelming majority. 
(Applause.) 
In ract, there was only a minority 
ol 
nine, which, was just 
sufficient spice to 
mate tne dose palatable, or those nine some had 
voted by direction ol their presbyteries, and lie had. 
no doubt but that rnese presoyterles would ^ive In 
their cordial adhesion to the proposition when they 
saw tho unanimous approval or the universal Church 
had oeen given. Their two branches were now 
about to unite. He looked npon that matter as set- 
tled. AU that remained was a mere formality. He 
had the brightest hopes ror tlie future, ana though 
now (trowing old he ronaly expected to see the day 
when their divisions would bo healed and there 
would be but one I'resbytcrian Church of the Cnltcd 
Stales or America. There were two things which, ir 
not grounds or apprehension, were at least causes ot 
anxiety in the future. In both branches there was 
at present a great sensitiveness In regard to 
the two great rallying words of yearn crone by. In 
his Old hniiool Assembly they were laying irreat 
stress on the necessity of preserving the orthodoxy

iiBcraiity," Tneso discussions were Imble to be mls- 
constrncn and misunderstood, and he warnfd them 
now. u i hey dm not wish to imperil reunion, even 
at the eleventh uour, they Bhonid abstain from lan- 
guage of that nature, anil keep^ silent ir they could 
not agree fully with, their brethren of tho other 
branch. This caution )le directed oqnally to tno Old 
School and tho New School, lie feared that If the 
Presbyterians were to understand that, on tho one 
hand tho most rigid orthodoxy was to be en- 
forced, and on tlie other hand that tiro broadest 
liberty was to no allowed on an matters, they would 
be unable lo come to a sattafActory termination. 
No older extreme views Bhonid be broacned lost 
now when that important question wos about to be 
Bnbmltted to tha several preabytnries. The second 
point towiiich he wished to dir<\it tuelr attention 
was tho danger of Inflation, of seVf-Buinclenoy, or nn- 
haiiowed ambition at tlie umon of so much woAtth 
and »uch lan-o nnmberx.

The MODERATOR said he was happy to see tlie 
rumor officially continued of the approval of the 
basis of reunion by the brethren of the Old School, 
lie was happy to sa? that the New School Assembly 
had heea perfectly unanimous la accepting the pro- 
posed basis, For his part, he rejoiced most heartily 
at the happy termination or the labors ol the conrer 
ence committee. He thanSed the venerable Falhe 
Mnsgrave for his tend cautions, but, tnongti some o 
the Old Sc'ioot bretliien might be indiscreet, he 
trusted that the reeling or Christian cordiality wonlc 
prevent any dissension. ' 


A resolution was then moved and passed, condemn 
ins the increasing practice of frequenting theatres 
and opera houses aad rreqnenting dances,both in pub 
lie and private. Keferred to Committee on Bilis and 
Overtures. 


Rev. Dr. BnowN, from the Committee on Ministe- 
rial Relief, stated that there were only two thousand 
dollars in the treasury and they had to meet bills to 
the amount of lour thousand dollars in a fortnight. 
For that reasoa pastors jsuould have contributions 
collected In their churches. He reported that two 
hundred and eigttty-ave churches had contributed 
this year, against two hundred aad tbJrty-five last 
year. Thlrteea hundred churches had not con 
tribnted. 


"Rev. Mr. MURPHY, of the New Torn Port Society, 
made some remarks oa the work performed towards 
seamen bv that society. 


The invitation of the Kings county branch or the 
Grand Army or the Republic was received for the 
Assembly to be present at the decoration of soldiers 
graves on Monday nest. Tbe members were recom 
mended to be present. 


Rev. Dr. Cox. ot Ohio, then delivered a long prayer 
in which he besought God to shower his blessings or 
the recent marria«e or the two Cburcheo, and sen 
np an earnest and strong appeal against the Pope, 
whom lie characterized as "that man or sin." He 
bssged and prayed of Almighty God ihat lie would 
condess. the Pope out of his own month, and tha 
he would annihilate and demolish bottt htm and his 
Church, that righteousness might prevoJl m, friits 
lano and all over the entire wor-d. 


TUe Assembly then adjourned to meet their breth- 
ren of the Old School in joint communion service in 
the Brict church at three o'clock:, and to reassemble 
at half-past eiguc this morning in the C/mrc2i of the 
Covenant.

While European politics remain in a state ot per- 


fect quietness and even sensation rumors have 
ceased, we have been startled by the sadden revival 
of the Alabama question, Tha speeches of Snnmer 
and Chandler have made a great impression in thla 
country. The democratic press malce the most or it, 
and the consequence is that people believe thai 
America seeks a pretext for war with England. 
Country people who hau already prepared for emi-

A steady improvement can only take 
place whenever the anxieties about serious difficul- 
ties between England and America have been re- 
moved.

The lairds, the Alabama and the British 


Government— A Eire in the Hear. 


The Messrs. Laird, of Birkenhead, builders 


of the notorious rebel incendiary cruiser, the 
Alabama, it appears, have deemed it expe- 
dient, in their own justification, to publish a 
letter on-the building of the ship. They claim 
in this letter that it was a simple business 
affair, free of concealment; that it was known 
to the government .and the public and the 
American Minister that the vessel was intended 
for war purposes and for the Confederate gov- 
ernment; that there was no haste or secrecy 
in the work; that her Majesty's government 
had ample time and opportunity to discover the 
character of the ship, and to seize her if an 
unlawful venture. They hold, in short, that 
the building of the Alabama was not in viola- 
tion of law, the opinion of the English people, 
or the practice of foreign nations. The ship 
was sent out unarmed, and went to the Azores, 
to which men and arms had been sent from 
other parts for her equipment. 


The Lairds begin to feel their responsibility 


in this business; but they are only repeating 
their old story with greater emphasis under 
the pressure of Senator 'Sumner's astounding 
exposition of the American view of these 
Alabama claims. But, as the London Star 
puts it if the apology of the Messrs. Laird 
mnst be admitted in their defence, the culpa- 
bility of th--- British government is only brought 
out into Dolcar relief. The Lairds, however, 
were not so usnocent as they wish to appear. 
The Alabama, under the fictitious name of 
"290,"left Liverpool on the 30th July, 1862, 
as on a pleasure excursion in a trial trip. To 
give color to this artifice she went out with a 
number ofladies on board, and when sufficiently 
far out for her purpose the ladies and other 
pleasure passengers were transferred to a tug 
provided for the occasion and taken back to 
Liverpool, the "230" pursuing her course to 
the rendezvous (the Island 
of Terceira> 


appointed for the regular arming, equipment

steamer, the Bahama (rebel), took out from 
Liverpool, to 
meet the "230," Captain 


Semmes, his officers, and a portion of his crew, 
and munitions and supplies. This stratagem 
of the trial trip and pleasure excursion was

steamer Tusc^rora was on the watch in the 
harbor for the suspected craft, having been 
pretty well informed of the intentions of the 
Anglo-rebel league in Liverpool concerned in 
getting her up and getting her off to sea. 


All these and other facts connected with the 


character, purposes and departure of the 
"290" and her tenders were so generally 
known in Liverpool at the time that, indepen- 
dently of 
Mr. Laird, 
the M. P., the 


British government cannot put in the plea of 
ignorance. The member of that government 
concerned in the ship and tho government 
itself were, then, confederates in tho trick of 
her escape. With the guilty member and his 
plea of innocence we have nothing more to do. 
Our bill of complaints and damages is against 
his government. 
The Lairds had their 


hearts in their work. They wore with tho 
Bo-called Confederate States. In the ship 
building into which they entered for the benefit 
of Je£f Davis' incendiary cruisers, blockade 
runners, iron-clad rams, and what not, they 
combined business with pleasure, and for the 
cause they took many risks which more pru- 
dent business men would have avoided. But 
our account is with their masters.

Present State of the Brama. in London 


and New York. 


In another portion of the HEEALD will 


be found two interesting communications on 
the condition of English theatricals at the 
present time. Both writers treat the subject 
in a manner characteristic of a thorough 
knowledge of the work before them, a perfect 
acquaintance with the interior workings of the 
English stage, and a sensible appreciation of 
the merits of dramatic artists. From these 
communications it will be sesn that the theat- 
rical season has neither been a brilliant nor a 
profitable one in the British metropolis. The 
theatres, with very few exceptions, are losing 
money. Even the sensational drama cannot 
now attract audiences. 
Theatre-goers are 


surfeited with that kind of thing. Boucicault, 
one of the most prominent playwrights of the 
sensational school, writes in vain. 
Robertson, 


a dramatist who has given to the stage some 
really good plays, is only moderately success- 
ful. 
The theatrical business may be said to 


be flat, stale and unprofitable. None of the 
English actors are attracting attention. Web- 
ster, a comedian of acknowledged ability and 
a favorite in London, is playing to miserable 
houses. 
Barry Sullivan is nearly similarly 


situated. Whatever success is going is being 
won by American actors. Sothern draws 
well, and J. S. Clarke is meeting with a flat- 
tering appreciation. Miss Bateman, tooh has 
created a favorable impression. It will thus 
be seen that the blue lights and legged exhibi- 
tions, which for ths past few years have had 
possession of the stage, must soon give way to 
a more refined, entertaining and instructive 
class of performance. The naked drama has 
very nearly run its course. 


The difference between the past and present 


theatrical seasons in London and in this city is, 
that while tho American season has been a 
successful one the season in London has been 
nearly a complete failure. Our theatres— 
Niblo's, Wallack's, Booth's, the Olympic, the 
French theatre -and the old Broadway—have 
been very prosperous. The music halls and 
museum have done well. The reverse,, with 
few exceptions, has been the case in London. 
Even Mr. Pisk here might have achieved large 
success in the theatrical field if he had less 
irons in tho fire. His three theatres—the 
Grand Opera House, the Fifth Avenue Opera 
House and the Catacombs in Fourteenth 
street—are too much for him. He will find 
this out, probably, if he has not done so 
already. He has produced "Lurline" in mag- 
nificent style, it is true, and. if he has failed in 
realizing his great expectations of its success 
he surely deserved a belter fate. 


The letters before referred to are exceed- 


ingly interesting as showing tha-condition to 
which the English stage, like the American, 
has been reduced, owing to the production of 
the vile, sensual trash of the- sensational order 
of drama, which for some time past has de- 
graded, the stage and perverted to some extent 
ibo taste of theatre-goers.

Ominous of War—British Naval Muster at 


the Bahamas. 


The letter of our special correspondent in 


the Bahamas, under date of the 17th of May, 
which appeared in the HEEALD yesterday, eon- 
tains matter calculated to attract the serious 
attention of the nation, as well as excite a 
very general patriotic apprehension in view of 
the present muster and movements of the 
British West India squadron in the harbor of 
Nassau, New Providence, and in remembrance 
of the vast injuries inflicted, both against the 
integrity of the Union and the cause of the 
war for its restoration, by English pirate 
blockade runners armed and freignted to 
strike our shore from this point during the re- 
bellion at the vitallittoral centres of Charleston, 
Wilmington and Key West 
After recapitu- 


lating the efforts which were lately made by the 
Receiver General of the Queen of England to 
arrest and detain the steamship Salvador, 
suspected of serving in the causa of the Cuban 
patriots, and noticing the alacrity with which 
a British war steamer was manned and de- 
spatched in pursuit—an ineffectual chase, as 
we know—the writer proceeds to state the im- 
portant fact that New Providence has been 
suddenly named and effectually occupied as a 
general rendezvous for the English fleet serv- 
ing in the waters of the West Indies. Within 
a few days the flagship of Commodore Philli- 
more, Royal Navy, entered Nassau harbor 
from Halifax, and this commissioned centre 
was immediately surrounded by the Eclipse and 
other war vessels, while the inhabitants of the 
city, comparatively desolate and slightly pov- 
erty stricken since the close of the American 
war, were gladdened by the semi-official, 
perhaps official, news that the command would 
be immediately supported by several English 
war rams aad iron-clads, and a French fleet, 
and that the military quarters, from the land- 
ing to Berbice, would be made joyous and re- 
sonant almost immediately with the drillings 
and bugle calls of a regiment, at least, of 
soldiers of the line ordered either from Canada 
or the home depots. 


Movements of this character produced, 


very naturally, a profound sensation among 
;he people of the Bahamas, and the questions 
of the day were to the eifect: 
What is the 


jresent government preparing for ? 
Where is 


England going to strike ? What Power will 
she damage, or—tlie colonial penultimate it 
may be called—is ahe about to assist or ubhold 
a people ? In reply we present the opinion 
that Britain is about to aid the cause of 
repression with one hand and strike, should 
she find an opportunity, against tho executive 
attestation of man's ability and right to self- 
;overnment with the other. She is preparing 
o menace the United States, should our peo- 
ile so regard it, by the assumption of a war 
attitude on this side of the ocean.

Political economy assures her that 
peace will prove fatal to her interest^ perhaps 
her existence, and that her last andlatest hope 
is in war—war in the cause of royalism, 
feudality and the money powec against tho 
United States, Spain or even the Canadians, 
should they declare for independence. Such 
resolution once taken she will endeavor to 
maintain it. Hence the naval muster at Nas- 
sau; hence the naval communication from 
Halifax, hence the military, landing in the 
Bahamas, the active efforts to divide and dis- 
tract the American people.

and Postal Subsidies favored the creation of ports of 
entry at all the principal cities of the Mississippi 
river and tributaries, and such- revenue regulations 
as will insure the prompt and speedy transmission 
of foreign Imports received at New Orleans or any 
other outlet port and consigned to the Interior, it 
recommended that the canal at the falls of the 
Ohio be enlarged and completed by the na- 
nonal 
government; 
that the national gov- 
ernment 
should 
confer 
upon 
the 
consti- 
tuency of this Convention an equal share of the 
postal subsidies grants^ by Congress, so as to estab- 
lish lines of steamers between the outlet port of the 
Mississippi river and the principal commercial ports 
of Europe and America. The report also embodied 
a resolution that Congress be memorialized, in tne 
names and on behalf of the States interested, to 
make the necessary appropriation to complete tie 
survey ordered by Congress in 1850, with a view to 
the ultimate construction of a ship canal across the 
peninsula of Florida; also that tne construction of n 
canal and other inter oceanic ways of communication 
across the isthmus of Central America cannot but 
be regarded by the Convention as of great incidental 
importance to the commercial interests of their con- 
stituents.

BOSTON RELIGIOUS ANNIVER- 


SARIES. 


The Free Religions Association—A MingUnff 


of Sects—Jews and Gentiles—Love and 
Metaphysics—Addresses by Emetaon, Jnlia 
Ward Howe and Imcy Stone Blackwell. 


BOSTON, May 28,1869. 


A largely attended meeting of the Free Religious 


Assoclatiou was held in Tremont Temple to-day. 
Rev. o. B. Frothingham opened the meeting with an 
address, In which he stated the position welch the 
society occupied before the public—having no creed 
to propagate, differing very much iu their belief, but 
all seekinsr 
after the truth. 
He referred 
to 


similar movements in 
other places, referring 


particularly to Germany, where meetings were held 
every y.ear, which, In nearly all their details, were 
similar to those held acre, and the report of which. 
U written out, migut answer for the report of a 
meeting here m Boston. He stated that the move- 
ment was calculated to inaugurate an era of the 
absolute supremacy of human reason In spiritual 
matters. He then referred to siml)ar movements In 
Switzerland ana to the vast proportions of this 
movement, which, was not composed of a small 
band making its way through a trackless wilderness. 
The purposes of ttus society were peace, harmony 
and unity, ana yet lu the attitude of the churches 
the word unity meant warfare. Religion was orga- 
nized division, and not organized unity. One ob- 
ject of the Association was the study of scientific 
theology; not or theology, for that was anything but 
scientific. God 13 not a definition; He is the soul of 
things, and in Him we live aud move and have our 
being. It had been objected that they did not'call 
themselves thelsts, deists, Christians or anti-Chris- 
tians; 
they were anti-nothing; 
they 
mafle 


war 
npon 
no religion; 
they 
made 
war 
•saly on error. All that the world needs is light; let 
it Be pure, let it be sweet, let it be steady, and the 
world will be created anew. They were here to-day 
to show a few beams of that light. 
Dr. Etianger, or New Tort, Editor ol the 
jeunsn. Times, was Introduced and read a 
paper on the Jewish faith, mating an earnest 
appeal for truth—the tenth of one God and one 
humanity, having carried the race to which he 
belonged through persecution In triumph. Juda- 
ism tnew no distinction between man ana man, but 
recognized the God who manifested himself through 
man. He quoted from the Talmud to show the spirit 
of liberalism which it breathed- He referred to the 
Bible as the first book of the greater bible whicu 
snail contain the universal history of man. 
Rev. Jesse H. Jones, of New Yorfc city, desired to 
speak or Jesus in an orthodox light—that same Jesus 
wao was despised eighteen hundred years ago, and 
who had been again rejected to-day; that'same 
Jesus .who taught the new law of moral action, 
the law of life; who broke through, the law of 
selfishness, which befortt Ms time waa the corner- 
stone of human life; who taught that the more a 
man haa the mo-e was he bound to serve others, 
instead of the now universal theory that the more 
ybu had the pmore were men-bound to serve you. 
Christ had placed |the golden age in tne ruture; all 
other leaders of religion had placed their golden age 
In the past. The world was dying with selfishness, 
and the Christians were bearing the cnalice of love 
to the lips of the dying—the elisar of eternal love. 
Jesus Christ was the Sherman, and they were march- 
inK under his command to the seai They invited all 
to join them in the grand march. 
Rev. Francis B. Abbott said they wanted to offer a 
platform in which every one could speak: his own 
personal convictions. It was in that spirit which, he 
wished to speak. 
Protestant Christianity, he 
claimed, waa a compromise between Roman Catho- 
licism and rree religion, and he had come here to-day 
to throw all compromise behind them ana to stand 
npforfree religion; 
Ralph. Waldo Emerson was received with, great 
applause. He opened by saying that we might now 
relinquish, our strife In the theological world. He 
stated that the Author of Nature had not left himself 
without a witness in every sane mind, and that the 
moral sentiment speaks to every man the law after 
which the universe was made; that we flnd identity 
i 
of design throughout nature; that there is a 
1 


force always at work to make the best better aua 
the worst good. St. Augustine said that that which 
Is now called Christianity originally existed among 
the ancients. He believed that Christianity was not 
only as old as the creation, but more, that a man's 
religious susceptibility cau flna the same idea In 
numberless conversations. The religious can find reli- 
gion wherever they associate; where he finds narrow- 
religion he also finds narrow reading. We are all 
believers in natural religion ; we all agree that 
the health and integrity or man is self-respect 
Wise men wish their religion to go alone, only hum- 
bly bowing tliomselves before the source of wlsaom 
which they have discovered within themselves. 
George .Fox said that he heard the woros of Christ 
and God. He knew them only In his own soul. It 
la the principle of our own Testament that its 
teachings go to tue honor and benefit of our 
humanity. 
Let It stand, but do not attempt to 
lift 
It out of humanity in a sound frame of 
mind. We read or remember the religious say- 
Ings of religions teachers only for friendship 
and the social identity which they open to us; but 
these words would have no weight with us if wo 
naa not the same convictions already. Zealots 
eagerly fasten their eyes upon tlie difference be- 
tween their creed and yours, but the charin was to 
find the identity between the two. In conclusion he i 
expressed bis pleasure at seeing so many men of 
different views here, and made the remark that it 
was no wonder that there was a Christ, but that, there 
waa not a thousand. 


After the conclusion or the remarks of Mr. Emer- 
son the Chairman read a letter from LucretiaMott 
who Is sick and unable to be present. 
At the alternoou services Colonel T. w. Hlggin- 
son read the report of tho .Executive Committee 
and also letters from Dr. A. H. Quint, of New Bed- 
ford; Rev. Philip Brooks, of Philadelphia: Rev 
Win. H. H. Murray, of Boston; Rev. Lyrnan Abbott 
of New York; Wm. E. Parks, of Lawrence, ana 
Professor Diamond, of Brown University, all of 
which expressed sympathy with the objects of the 
association. 


Mrs. Julia Ward i Howe then read an essay on the 
subject or "Freedom and Restraint In Religion " 
True religion had come at last. It was easy to vote 
ourselves Tree, but not to make ourselves free 
In 
speaking or the Church she said that each sect de- 
tected a narrowness in every other sect, and each 
might well devise a broader aud more liberal plat- 
rorm. Speculation contained but little real reli- 
gion, and, in her opinion, controversy was the 
(Treat obstacle to freedom. A great many considered 
Christianity to mean superstition and the studv of 
theology the confession or natural religion. Reli- 
gion encompassea our entire natures anil unlocked 
the whole moral ana Intellectual elements of man 
while natural religion was active in the rew and 
very uncommon. Indeed, she held that the Free Re- 
ligious Association had at last a tendency to correct 
the religious errors or the aitrereut sects and ouiu- 
lons. The tendency or the inquiring spirit of the 
age was to /gee ideas, (rce types and make them 
aspiring ana independent. Mrs. Howe's essay was 
a very abstruse and aeep effort. 


Colonel A. D. Higgmson aeaied that Tree religion 
was negative m its character and ideas, but 
tne 
EOCH were that made the charge. 
After 
giving instances of the inefficiency or Christianity 
as practiced, he said tiiat the aiirerence in man's 
religion depended on the spirit in which he accepted 
the code of virtue. Iu regard to the high, moral 
purpose or the association It was noticed that many 
of the persons composing the association were 
among the leading reformers Iu the most successful 
reiorms ol tlie day, while their opponents were 
among thoae in the sects who had always stood to 
thewiiyot true progress. Natural rcliglouwasgooa 
enough lor the people to live oy and die Dy—in shore 
it wus the hops or the woria. 


Mrs. 
Wary Grew criargea upon Christianity all the 
libels that had ever been ntfered against true religion. 
She arraigned the Church of high ecclesiastical 
crimes aua misdemeanors, and that it liad crucified 
Christ a thousand limes since he hud bccu crucified 
by the Jews. When theologians can prepare any- 
thing better than tho Sermon on the Mount they 
had better repudiate Christianity. She heard of no 
.better system of Christianity than that or Jesus of 
Nu/arcth. The world was asking for spiritual food 
besides the dry husks of theology. 
' 


Kev. Miss Gibson discussed the necessity of a re- 
ligion that would know no sects, and would re- 
coftnlze women as the equal of man. 


Rev. 
Dr. Bartall, of Boston, said that Christ be- 
came a mediator and the voice of a moral sentiment 
merely; that Christ did not come to preach Chris- 
tianity, but the truth; and that we wonid bo most 
like him when wo preached in the SDITU in winch 
he spoke.

Addresses, interspersed with singing, were made 
by elder Henry Cummings, of EnneldT N. H.; elder

Leonard, m j^g remarks, considered that the 
Shakers occupied a different plane from && =sss sz

quoted two or these scripture texts to prove that 
purity of life was the special thing required by 
Christ.

Brother Loomls said the Shakers recognized the 
equality of all persons, without the distinction of 
race or sex. He announced that while they regarded 
marriage as a proper and honorable Institution it 
was not specially a Christian institution. It belonged 
to the oruer of Adam, but not to the order of Christ, 
and as disciples of Christ, seeking to live the an"el 
life now, tney felt called npon to forbear entering 
upon matrimony. He thought that many of the 
practices of popular clergymen, were not patterned 
after the unworldlinesa of Christ. He discussed 
the 
question of marriage as a Christian ordi- 
nance, ana affirmed the scripture was against it. 
The benediction of the ministers could not sanctify 
If.lf the master did not by in* example and Injunc- 
tions. He argued In general that spirituality of life 
was the essential requirement of Christ's teaching, 
Sister Pauline Bates testified to the spiritual satis-

Another View of the Some Subject. 


LONDON, May 1, 1889. 


Those American actors who are so very anxious to 


come to England may learn something of the warmth 
of their reception here from the experience of Mr. 
Daniel E. Bandman. as revealed in a court of law on 
Monday. Corbyn, a theatrical agent, sued Mr. Band- 
man for a percentage npon his receipts to England. 
It was shown that after remaining here a long time, 
and seeking In vain for an opening, Mr. Bandman 
applied to Corbyn to procure him an engagement. 
An agreement was finally made, after many delays 
and disappointments, with Manager Smith, of the 
Lyceum. Mr. Bandman agreed to play four weeks 
for nothing. If he were successful during these four 
weeks he was to recelve-sixty pounds—about $400 in 
greenbacks—per week: for the rest of the season. 
Vary few American stars wonld accept such terms 
after waiting six months to get them; but they 
are considered very good here—much too good. In 
fact, to have been offered to Mr. Bandman had he 
come out as an American actor. But his agents 
shrewdly concocted a story by which he was made 
to appear as a German actor, ol great repute in his 
own country, and the facts of his American debut 
and career were slurred over or suppressed. In the 
suit between Corbyn and Bandman thirty-five 
pounds was directed to be paid by the defendant, 
and the Court recommended the parties to compro- 
mise their difficulties with Mr. B. T. Smith as arbi- 
trator. 


In my last letter I gave you tho details In regard 


to the drama of "Seraphine," produced last Satur- 
day at the Queen's theatre. It was expected that the 
play wonld have been performed some time earlier, 
but troubles arosa between the management and 
Mr. Boucicault, the translator, and the production 
was postponed. 
On Saturday morning last Mr. 


Boucicault formally withdrew his name from the 
piece and the advertisements, declaring that during 
his week's absence at Brighton the play had been so 
altered that he would not accept the responsibility. 
Of course one result of this quarrel was a very 
crowded house on Saturday evening; and many 
overwlse people declared that Boncicaalt had raised 
the row in order to advertise the piece. However, 
"Seraphine" turned out to be a very disagreeable 
play, aad made a dead failure. Even the Telegraph, 
which owns the Queen's theatre, can find nothing 
good to say about it 
The cast of the play I have al- 
ready sent yon, and it is only necessary to add that 
the acting was in, every way unworthy of the repu- 
tation of Miss Herbert, Mr. Vezm ana the other per- 
formers.^ John Oxenford, iu his private box.

A BRITISH SAILOK INSANE—THE CONSUL REJECTS 


His CLAIM TO Stfp?oRT%-The ship Sir William Wal- 
lace, of Aberdeen, arzivea in New York harbor from 
Shanghae during the second week of ApriL A few 
Oays after her arrival one ol the crew, John Keith, 
went to Hudson City to see his sister. He conducted 
himself m so strange and unaccountable a manner 
fhat his brother-in-law had him taken In custody 
by the police on the 
ground of insanity. 
Chief of Police Robinson handed him over to the 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction In New 
Yorl^ as the man did not belong to New Jersey and 
should not therefore be left a burden upon the tax- 
payers. Two weeks afterwards the Commissioners 
notified the authorities of Hudson City that they 
must pay for Keith's-maintenance, whereupon Mr. 
Kobmsou went to the British Consul and stated the 
facts of the case, exhibiting at the same time cer- 
tain documents, oae of which was a master's 
certificate showing that 
Keith 
was an ex- 
pert mariner. In the meantime the vessel had 
left the port, and the Consul refused to take any 
action in the case unless the documents were de- 
livered up to him, m which case It would be optional 
with him to treat Keith as a deserter from his vessel. 
Mr. Kobinson saw that by such a proceeding the 
poor man would be deprived of a certiflcate which 
was earned by years of toil, so he gave the docu- 
ments Into the hands of the Commissioners afore- 
said, who at ouca opened correspondence with the 
Consul and demanded that the man be maintained 
at his expense. Keith is at present confined among 
the lunatics on Blackwell's Island.

The money now on hand will, it is believed 
be sufficient for the current yc'ar, Tho committee 
state "that while the streets arc not as well cleaned 
yet as they should be, they havo rarely been 
at this season of the year In as cleanly a con- 
dition aa at present" 
The amount raised last 
year for street cleaning purposes was $37, GOO. 
Hidgewood water Is now in every street in the 
built portions of the city. Twelve miles or pipe were 
laid by the Board last year, and double that number 
of miles will, it i« hoped, be put down during the 
current year. 
The committee recommend that 
$85,000 bo raised for street cleaning purposes for tho 
year commencing January 1, 1870, Doing $i',600 less

ttliaertP Strike at Grass .Valley—They Objeo 


to Any Improvements In ltfinlna""-The HSne 
to Be Worked aa In Cornwall—Particnlar 
of tlie Strike. 


KEVABA CITY, Mar 17,1889. 


Some 300.miners In the neighboring town of Gras 


Valley are on a Btrtte against the use of what is 
taown here aa the "giant powder," which. Is now 
being used onite extensively as a blasting agent. -By 
the nse of this powder, on account of its greater ex 
plosive force, a saving can bs effected of nearly one- 
half In working mines, according to numerous tests 
maae. 
The miners appreciate this, bnt, being 


mostly Ignorant Cornlshmen, they Imagine It fnll be 
detrimental to their interests to have the mines 
worKed more cheaply. 
They look only to th 


present, and tato no note ol the nnndredrf of mine 
in the connty. whicn are too poor to paybyth 
present method of -worMng, bnt which may be ope- 
rated with profit by means or the new powder. 
Itta miners have organized a league and adopted 
resolntlons of the most preposterous character, th 
substance ol which is that the owners shall iiav 
. nothing to say as to the manner in which the mines 
shall be worKed, and declaring that no improvemen 
can be made on the Cornish system, where, in tael 
estimation, mining has been bronght to perfection. 
As a consequence of the strike two Important mines 
the North star and the Empire, have snspende 
operations. These two mines have been yieldnn, 
about $70,000 a month, and .their suspension has 
thrown out of employment a considerable nnmbe 
of wortmen who were employed In the quartz miita 
and other worfc ontslde of the mines. The miners 
were receiving three dollars a day. In coin, ana tu 
'general feeling in the cormty Is that they, are in. th 
wrong in every particular. They declare that th 
mines shall not be worked except by Coraishmen an 
In the Cornish style; bnt the superintendents are en 
deavoring to procure American miners to nil their 
places, and the probability Is that a force of men 
will soon be at worK in both mines who can neithe 
be intimidated by threats nor driven off by open 
acts of violence.

Retnm of Prince Alfred 
to Sydney— His

SYDNEY, March 27, 1869. 


The only event or any special importance during 


the past month, to any part of Australia, has been 
the presence of Prince Alfred and his return to the 
scene ol nig attempted assassination. He left Mel- 
bonme on the 9th mst. and arrived In Sydney on 
the llth, just a year, less a day, after the Clontarf 
disaster. His reception has been cordial, bnt not 
very demonstrative or absurdly enthusiastic. Peo- 
ple seem already, if the truth be told, a little bored 
with the Prince. Heads of families complain that 
he is used by the ladles of their households as a 
convenient excuse for new dresses and bonnets;

After this address one verse of the liyrnn "Oh! 
Bless the Lord" was Bung, followed by an address 
from the Rev. Mr. Lutllow, who compared the chil- 
dren to a shin in process of construction on the 
Btocus and In every tlank being firmly secured In its 
place and every bolt and rivet driven home. But a 
Bhlp bad gone out of New York harbor and had only 
got out to sea a short distance; when it was discov- 
ered that she had a screw loose somewhere, so the 
pilot boat which took her out had her towed back 
into port again.
